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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-37 were examined. 

Section I: Response to Applicants' Arguments (1^^ Action)

2. ^ Applicants are thanked for addressing this issue. However, the verboseness of 
the claim language renders some of claims unclear as to which genre of art the 
limitations (e.g., claim 1) are disclosing. 112 2nd from issues raised in the previous 
office action are withdrawn; however a new 112 2"^ rejection is effective based on the 
latter statements.

3. Applicants are thanked for addressing this issue. Rejection is withdrawn. 

Section II: Non-Final Office Action (2""^) 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The "determining means" is undefined within 
the specification. Furthermore, the summary of invention is unclear [0009]. 
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6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims limitations (e.g., claim!) are cluttered 
with no sequence or relationship between events. 

Disclosure Unclear 

8. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. The claims are too 
broad such that they blanket different genres of computer emulation: task management; 
master-slave (class 700/2); data processing modeling (717/104); and emulation of a 
peripheral device (703/21). 

Furthermore, sections of the specification are unclear: For example, the following 
paragraphs are not understood: 0009; 0010;0019; 0016 and 0017. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
